The closest prior art of record. Brown et al. (US 6.747,995), is in the same field of 
endeavor. However, Brown fails to disclose a module with the unique elements and 
functions associated thereto as claimed herein (claims 30 and 59). For example Brown 
does not include "an exchange line interface connectable to the analog telephone 
services connection together with a modem connected to the exchange line interface to 
conduct the digitized sen/ices signal over the wiring ".
